A VPeculiar Crisis Which Is Now Startling 
Irench Dealers.

ise from time to time, for the pub- 


lishing trade is no more free from over- | 
production or “glut” than any other | 
branch of commerce. There are about |

h dozen authors who command 


French market, and some four or five | 
whose popularity seems inexhaustible. | 


But the number of novelists is to be 
counted not by dezens, but by hundreds. 
And still the publishers go on issuing. 
A few days ago, says the Chicago Her- 


ald, the publishers of one of these pop- | 
ular authors had forty-five thousand | 


dopies of his last venture returned to 
him. They were the volumes that had 
heen sent tothe different railway sta- 
tions; there had been scarcely any sale; 
they alleame back. And yet this au- 
thor was very popular. 

The explanation is the prevalent plan 
of sending works first through the press 
as feuilletons. The novei had lost its 


freshness: it was discounted before it | 


was issued. The system is found to

Lately an art publication, an edition de

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AN ISLAND OF THE DEAD. 


Miles of Bare Rocks Covered with Thoa- 
sands of Human Skeletons. 

A party of explorers from Ventura, 
CaL, receatly returned from an expedi- 
tion to tian Nicholas island, which is 
located seventy miles off the coast of 
California, opposite Monterey county.

A rude hut was found 
on the west side of the island, buried to 
the roofin sand. The explorers visited 
the islands with « view to taking up gov- 
ernment land.
